Central Park Friday after al- 
legedly paying $1,000 to a Se- 
cret Service agent posing as a 
killer for hire. Topping report- 
edly told (he agent he hoped the 
assassination would come by 
early next week. 


Federal officials said the

tempting to kill the President 
carries a maximum sentence of 
life imprisonment. Conviction 
for threatening the President's 


life can bring a sentence of up 
to five years and a $1,000 fine.

Gray said Topping was under a 
routine invesligallon after re- 
questing an appointment with 
Nixon when a man claiming to | 
know Topping told the Secret 
Service that the suspect had 
tried to enlist his help in finding 
someone to kill the President.

Jacksonville Police Depart- 
ment said Emery's last ride 
only took him about a half-mile 
from the restaurant to the 
place where he was shot. His 
billfold was missing, officers 
said. A $20 bill was found lying 
in a puddle beside the taxi, and 
a few feet away police found an 
opened pocketknife. 


"There was no sign of a 


struggle," the police spokes- 
man said. "All we can figure 
now is that someone robbed 
him, then killed him." 


Area residents found Emery, 


shol in Ihe temple, after the en- 
gine roared for about 20 min- 
utes and brought curious 
people out to see what was 
happening, police said. 


One of Ihe people who found 


Emery told officers they saw 
no one else near the taxi. A by- 
stander finally opened the 
taxi's hood and silenced the 
racing engine by disconnecting 
Ihe sparkplug wires.

Told of Rogers' remarks, a 


spokesman for Shriver said the 
candidate would have no fur- 
ther comment.

His position has not changed," 
the spokesman said.

"We have to stand together and stamp 


out the parasites who call us Brother to 
our faces, then rob us blind when our 
backs are turned," the local N'AACP 
president declares 


It is encouraging that McKenzie, 
a 


black man. recognizes crime is an un- 
riiscriminating predator. Crime tavors 
neither black nor white; it destroys the 
chance of a decent life for both. 


Benton 
Harbor's 
Mayor 
Charles 


Joseph, also black, repeatedly has 
warned his constituents that crime must 
be reduced to revitalize Benton Harbor's 
economy. Ten days ago. this newspaper 
said the same thing editorially. 


Business vitality is not all that is in- 


volved, of course. Crime destroys the very 
quality of life in a community, starting the 
cycle that drives business away. Most 
victimized by crime, perhaps, are the 
elderly. Their life is one of perplexed 
pathos when it should be a time of well- 
earned relaxation. Many put their life 
savings into small homes. Others, less 


fortunate, manage to find quarters in 
public housing to ease the heavy financial 
burden of no longer being a part in the 
day-to-day employment that provides 
regular income. 


They prefer to keep active via adult 


education, reading seminars, arts an'd 
crafls, volunteer charity work. However, 
more and more report they are prisoners 
in their own houses or apartments—afraid 
to go oul day or night for fear of being 
assaulted physically. And, according to 
testimony before a congressional 
sub- 


committee, many live in terror of being 
raped, mugged, tortured and robbed 
within their own homes. They are easy 
prey. 


One inescapable fact about high crime 


rate communities is that, most of all, the 
people of the community suffer. Not only 
are they the nearest and easiest victims 
for criminals within their midst, but their 
future--and their children's future—is 
stunted by the blight that surrounds them. 
Not because it's aimed that way. but 
simply because of proximity, black crime 
hurts blacks most. 


Benton Harbor is the geographic hub of 


bountiful Southwestern Michigan. Until a 
decade ago, it was the manufacturing and 
retail center, too. Also the cultural and 
sports capital. II can be all these things 
again if, its citizens follow the call of 
responsible leaders like McKenzie and 
Mayor Joseph to stamp out the high crime 
rates thai are blighting Die city's present.

The key to the system is a •!- 
by-6-inch microfilm card which contains 
up to (iO pages of written text which can he 
reproduced by photo process on demand.

The system is programmed for security 
and can only he operated by firsl pun- 
ching a code word, which is changed 
daily. The keyboard is locked a( night to 
prevent unauthorized use.
